Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Participants discussed various possible amendments, including (1) 
requirement for protracted term labor and (2) exclusion of patients eligible for antithrombotic therapy and some 
variations of (1) and (2).
